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Federal Loan 
To Blackie For 
Sewage Treatment 

Lawrence E. Kindt, M.P., for the 
Federal Constituency of Macleod 
has been informed by the Honour¬ 
able E. Devle Fulton, Minister re¬ 
sponsible for the operations of the 
Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, the Federal housing 
agency, of the approval of a 
Federal Government loan of 
11,343, to the Village of Blackie, 
to assist in the construction of a 
sewage treatment project. 

Made under Part VI-B of the 
National Housing Act, the loan is 
for a term of 25 years with Inter¬ 
est at 5H per cent per annum. The 
loan is based on an estimated cost 
of $17,014. 

The Village of Blackie, has no 
piped sewer system and sewage 
is disposed of by septic tanks and 
outdoor facilities. The village will 
Install a sewage collection system 
with a stabilization pond for sew¬ 
age treatment The NHA loan will 
assist in the construction of a sew¬ 
age pumping station, six-inch 
forcemain 2,650 feet In length and 
a two-acre sewage stabilization 
pond. 

Under Part VI-B of the National 
Housing Act, Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation may 
make a loan, to a municipality or 
to a municipal sewerage corpora¬ 
tion for the purpose of assisting in 
the construction or expansion of a 
sewage treatment project. A pro¬ 
ject must be part of an overall 
plan for the elimination or pre¬ 
vention of water and soil pollution. 

For work completed on or be¬ 
fore March 31, 1963, CMHC may 
forgive repayment of 25 percent of 
the principal amount of the NHA 
loan and 25 percent of the interest 
that has accrued in respect to the 
loan as of the date of completion 
'of the project.

that day, or to "trigger-happy” 
hunters. There is some evidence to 
support both theories. 

Mr. Merkel had checked his 
stock Monday afternoon satis¬ 
factorily, and was away from the 
farm the rest of the day. Neigh¬ 
bors reported the remains of the 
calf In a field on Tuesday. 

The calf had been killed and 
gutted on the spot and all but the 
entrails had been dragged 150 feet 
across the field, through a fence 
and into a vehicle. The thought is 
that this took place after dark, 
partly because daylight activity of 
this nature would be quite obvious 
and because the carcass was 
dragged over a boulder under the 
fence line rather than around it 


as would likely be the case during 
the day. 

One suspicious car in the area 
that afternoon was a blue 1961 
Chev which was stuck in a ditch 
and its three oocupants appeared 
to be in some stage of intoxication. 
Also, at another home on the Mer¬ 
kel farm rifle shots had broken 
windows as well as windows in a 
nearby barn. 

The 400 pound calf would have 
a value now of about $150, Mr. 
Merkel believes, and would have 
brought $300 when finished. It was 
a "choice beef” calf and the sec j 
ond out of a purebred cow since 
he purchased it. The brand carried 
on the left front shoulder was a 
double M. 

Mr. Merkel has never posted his

Soil Drifting Warning 

Alberta farmers are urged to take all possible 
precautions now to prevent soil drifting from becom¬ 
ing a serious problem this winter. If the snow cover¬ 
ing is light, strong winds could cause serious drifting 
because dry conditions in many parts of the province 
have left the land much more prone to erosion than 
usual. 

Soil drifting emergency control measures recom¬ 
mended by W. Lobay, Alberta’s Supervisor of Soils 
and Weed Control are based on three principles. The 
first is the re-establishment of the cloddy structure on 
the surface of the soil. A one-way disc with every four 
discs removed or a heavy duty cultivator with chisel 
points or shanks placed at two or three foot intervals 
is recommended for this jobj The next rule is to 
spread straw or manure on knolls and any other focal 
points which are particularly vulnerable to drifting as 
soon as any soil movement is noticed. This will prevent 
drifting from spreading over the entire field. Listing 
or ridging the field at right angles to the prevailing 
winds is the third principle in soil drifting control. A 
cultivator with shovels spaced about three feet apart 
will do a very good job of ridging. 

Since surface conditions are continually chang¬ 
ing, all fields should be checked regularly for signs of 
drifting and those with a past history of drifting 
should be ridged this fall. Summerfallowed fields 
should be very carefully checked this year because cul¬ 
tural operations which were done during the dry 
weather are likely to have the soil lose and powdery. 

Mr. Lobay advises any farmer with soil drifting 
problems to consult his district agriculturist who will 
be pleased to help him work out the best course of 
action for any particular set of circumstances.

Old-fashioned costumes, parades 
featuring carriages, democrats and 
buggies as well as sleek modern 
convertables, sports events, 
speeches and plenty of good food 
are the order of the day in many 
towns and villages throughout 
Alberta which this year are celeb¬ 
rating their Golden Jubilees. 

It was the establishment of 
Alberta as a province in 1905, 
followed by the completion of the 
railway, in 1912, Which sparked the 
influx of settlers. These pioneers 
journeyed to their new homes in 
Red River carts, buckboards. cov¬ 
ered wagons. A large number of 
them probably travelled in the 
"fast new railroad". 

In the intervening years the 
vast expanses of grassy prairie 
have become waving fields of 
golden grain, doited here and there 
by oil derricks. The log shacks 
have been replaced by comfortable, 
modern homes, and winding narrow 
paths have given way to broad, 
straight highways. Tihe trip from 
Calgary to Edmonton, which once 
took eight days, can now be accom¬ 
plished in four hours by road, or 
in forty-five minutes by air. The 
puffing steam engines which pulled 
the first trains into Alberta are 
now museum pieces. In their place, 
giant diesel units speed across the 
province in a matter of hours, and 
“dayliners” — combined engine and 
coach in one unit — run fast, 
regular service between major 
centres of the province. 

The population of the province 
of Alberta has increased from a 
little more than 375,000 in 1912 to 
its present 1,331,944.

organization of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs, under the first 
Minister, Hon. A. J. McLean. He 
was succeeded by Hon. Charles 
Stewart, who later served as Prem¬ 
ier of Alberta, then as a cabinet 
minister in the federal government. 

In the first annual report of the 
Department, the Deputy Minister 
wrote: 

“The beginning of the year 1912 
marked a new era in municipal 
affairs in this province by the 
creating of a department to deal 
with municipal affairs. Alberta is 
the third province of the Dominion 
to have a department of this kind; 
the provinces of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan already having mun¬ 
icipal affairs departments. The 
establishment of such a department 
has, I think, been amply justified 
by the work which has been dealt 
with during the past year — the 
incorporation of new towns and the 
establishment of new villages feat¬ 
ured quite large in the work of 
the year”. 

New villages established in 1912 
were: Blackie, Carbon, Chauvin, 
Clive, Consort, Halkirk, Hanna, 
Irma, Mirror, St. Paul, Sylvan 
Lake, Three Hills, Vulcan, Veteran. 
Rimbey find Acadia Valley. Town 
status has since been attained by 
Hanna, St. Paul, Sylvan Lake, Vul¬ 
can and Three Hills. 

Five towns were incorporated in 
1912, but one of them, Diamond 
City, failed to survive, and was 
disorganized in 1937. The remain¬ 
ing towns are Bow Island, Corona¬ 
tion, Redcliff and Stavely. 

Three further steps went into the 
record for 1912. First, Fort Mac- 
leod, which had been a town since 
December 31, 1892, came “under 
the provisions of the Town Act” 
on March 20, 1912. Next, North 
Edmonton, an organized village 
since January 20, 1910, was 

annexed by Edmonton on July 22; 
1912, and finally, Strathcona, which 
had been made a town on May 29, 
1899, and a city in 1907, was amal¬ 
gamated with Edmonton under an 
Act of the Legislature effective 
February 1, 1912. 

The record of the past 50 years 
speaks for itself. Splendid progress 
has been made by Alberta’s rural 
and urban municipalities. Pioneers 
there were in the municipal field 
and there can be little doubt that 
many Albertans, honoured for lay¬ 
ing the foundations of our socia^ 
and economic growth, are also res¬ 
ponsible for the early development 
of our municipal system. The plain 
truth is that it would be difficult 
to separate the growth of the Pro¬ 
vince from that of the local 
governments. 

AMENDMENTS MADE TO 
PUBLIC LANDS ACT 

The Honorable Norman Will- 
more, Minister of Lands and For¬ 
ests, announces that during the 
1962 session of the Alberta legis¬ 
lature amendments were made to 
the Public Lands Act, removing all 
reference to school lands. These 
lands will now be administered 
similarly with olher public lands 
under the Public Lands Act. A 
public notice detailing required ad¬ 
ministrative procedure is being 
published in newspapers through¬ 
out the province.

Dominion Lands Legislation, 
prior to 1930, required two sections 
of land out of each surveyed town¬ 
ship in the prairie provinces to be 
set aside as an endowment for 
education and money realized from 
the sale of such lands has since 
been deposited in a school lands en¬ 
dowment trust fund. When resourc¬ 
es were transferred from Federal 
to Provincial authority, in 1930, the 
Transfer Agreemnt upheld the 
school • lands endowment Legisla¬ 
tion as a provincial responsibilty. 
In many cases, under provisions of 
the Dominion Lands Act, parcels 
originally designated as school 
lands have since been traded for 
other lands of similar size and 
value. In all cases the intent of the 
Federal Legislation was maintain¬ 
ed namely, the retention of a sub¬ 
stantial area of land in Alberta 
for educational endowment. 

During recent years provincial 
grants for education have far ex¬ 
ceeded income from the school 
lands endowment fund and the con¬ 
tribution that the fund makes to 
total education financing has be¬ 
come relatively small. 

Cost created by the need for sep¬ 
arated school lands administration 
by the province, within its whole 
public lands program, represented 
an additional and unwarranted 
public expense. 

Removing these parcels from the 
rigid endowment fund procedure 
will assist the province to administ¬ 
er them along with other public 
lands in an orderly manner. This 
change in policy will not hinder 
grants of land for school construc¬ 
tion and other education purposes.
